Wherefore say unto 
the children of Israel, I am the Lord, and I wiU bring you 
out from under the burdens of the Egyptians, and I 
wiU rid you out of their bondage ; and I wiU redeem 
you with a stretched-out arm, and with great judg- 
ments And Moses spake so unto the children of 

Israel : but they hearkened not unto Moses for anguish 
of spirit, and for cruel bondage. And the Lord spake 
unto Moses, saying. Go in, speak unto Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, that he let the children of Israel go out of his 
land.

In the first year of Darius, .... I Daniel under- 
stood by books the number of the years, whereof the 
word of the Lord came to Jeremiah the prophet, that 
he would accomplish seventy years in the desolations 
of Jerusalem. And I set my face unto the Lord God, 
to seek by prayer and supplications, with fasting, and 
sackcloth, and ashes : And I prayed imto the Lord my 
God, and made my confession, and said, 

PRAYER— r. 4. 

OLORD, the great and dreadful God, keeping the 
covenant and mercy to them that love, him, and 
to them that keep his commandments ; we have sinned, 
and have committed iniquity, and have done wickedly, 
and have rebelled, even by departing from thy pre- 
cepts, and from thy judgments : neither have we hear- 
kened unto thy servants the prophets, which spake in 
thy name to our kings, our princes, and our fathers, 
and to all the people of the land. Lord, righteous- 
ness belongeth unto thee, but unto us confusion of faces. 
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as at this day ; to the men of Judah, and to the inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem, and unto all Israel, that are near, 
and that are far off, through all the countries whither 
thou hast driven them, because of their trespass that 
they have trespassed against thee. Lord, to us be- 
longeth confusion of face, to our kings, to our princes, 
and to our fathers, because we have sinned against 
thee. To the Lord our God belong mercies and for- 
givenesses, though we have rebelled against him; 
neither have we obeyed the voice of the Lord our God, 
to walk in his laws, which he set before us by his ser- 
vants the prophets. Yea, all Israel have transgressed 
thy law, even by departing, that they might not obey 
thy voice ; therefore the curse is poured upon us, and 
the oath that is written in the law of Moses the servant 
of God, because we have sinned against him. And he 
hath confirmed his words, which he spake against us, 
and against our judges that judged us^ by bringing 
upon us a great evil : for under the whole heaven hath 
not been done as hath been done upon Jerusalem. As 
it is written in the law of Moses, aU this evil is come 
upon us : yet made we not our prayer before the Lord 
our Grod, that we might turn from our iniquities, and 
understand thy truth. Therefore hath the Lord watched 
upon the evil, and brought it upon us: for the Lord 
our God is righteous in all his works which he doeth : 
for we obeyed not his voice. 

V. 16. ^(j now, O Lord our God, that hast brought thy 
people forth out of the land of Egypt with a mighty 
hand, and hast gotten thee renown, as at this day ; we 
have sinned, we have done wickedly. Lord, accord- 
ing to all thy righteousness, I beseech thee, let thine 
anger and thy fury be turned away from thy city Jeru- 
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salem thy holy moiintain : because for our sins, and 
for the iniquities of our fathers, Jerusalem and thy 
people are become a reproach to all that are about us. 
V. 17. Now therefore, our God, hear the prayer of thy 
servant, and his supplications, and cause thy face to 
shine upon thy sanctuary that is desolate, for the 
Lord's sake. my God, incline thine ear, and hear ; 
open thine eyes, and behold our desolations, and the 
city which is called by thy name : for we do not pre- 
sent our supplications before thee for our righteousnesses, 
but for thy great mercies. Lord, hear ; Lord, for- 
give; Lord, hearken and do; defer not, for thine 
own sake, my God : for thy city and thy people are 
called by thy name.

to fly swiftly, touched me about the time of the evening 
oblation. And he informed me, and talked with me, 
and said, Daniel, I am now come forth to give thee 
skiU and understanding. At the beginning of thy sup- 
plications the commandment came forth, and I am 
come to shew thee ; for thou art greatly beloved : 
therefore understand the matter, and consider the 
vision.

Pray for the peace of Jerusalem : — ^they shall prosper 
that love thee.

Come out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing ; and I wiU receive you, and 
wiU be a Father unto you, and ye shaU be my sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty. — 2 Cor. vi. 17, IS. 

Ezra ix. 1, 3. 

The princes came to me, saying. The people of 
Israel, and the priests, and the Levites, have not sepa- 
rated themselves from the people of the lands, doing 

according to their abominations And when I 

heard this thing, I rent my garment and my mantle, 
And plucked off the hair of my head and of my beard, 
and sat down astonied.

OMY God, I am ashamed and blush to lift up my 
face to thee, my God : for our iniquities are in- 
creased over our head, and our trespass is grown up 
unto the heavens. Since the days of our fathers have 
we been in a great trespass unto this day ; and for our 
iniquities have we, our kings, and our priests, been de- 
livered into the hand of the kings of the lands, to the 
sword, to captivity, and to a spoil, and to confusion of 
face, as it is this day. And now for a little space grace 
hath been showed from the Lord our God, to leave us 
a remnant to escape, and to give us a nail in his holy 
place, that our God may lighten our eyes, and give us 
a little reviving in our bondage. For we were bond- 
men ; yet our God hath not forsaken us in our bond- 
age, but hath extended mercy unto us in the sight of 
the kings of Persia, to give us a r. viving, to set up the 
house of our God, and to repair the desolations thereof, 
and to give us a wall in Judah and in Jerusalem.

I perceived that the portions of the Levites had not 

been given them : for the Levites and the singers, that

set them in their place. Then brought all Judah the 
tithe of the corn, and the new wine, and the oil, unto 
the treasuries.

of Eliashib the high priest, was son-in-law to Sanballat 
the Horonite : therefore I chased him from me.

•* *• And didst see the affliction of our fathers in Egypt, 
and heardest their cry by the Red sea : and showedst 
signs and wonders upon Pharaoh, and on all his ser- 
vants, and on all the people of his land ; for thou 
knewest that they dealt proudly against them : so didst 
thou get thee a name, as it is this day. And thou 
didst divide the sea before them, so that they went 
through the midst of the sea on the dry land: and 
their persecutors thou threwest into the deeps, as a 
stone into the mighty waters. Moreover, thou leddest 
them in the day by a cloudy pillar, and in the night by 
a pillar of fire, to give them light in the way wherein 
they should go. Thou camest down also upon mount 
Sinai, and spakest with them from heaven, and gavest 
them right judgments and true laws, good statutes 
and commandments: and madest known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and commandedst them precepts, 
statutes, and laws, by the hand of Moses thy servant : 
and gavest them bread from heaven for their hunger, 
and broughtest forth water for them out of the rode 
for their thirst, and promisedst them that tiiey should 
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go in to possess the land which thou hadst sworn to 
give them. 

*• !«• But they and our fathers dealt proudly,, and har- 
dened their necks, and hearkened not to thy command- 
ments, and refused to obey, neither were mindful of thy 
wonders that thou didst among them; but hardened 
their necks, and in their rebellion appointed a captain 
to return to their bondage : but thou art a God ready 
to pardon, gracious and merciful, slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and forsookest them not. Yea, when 
they had made them a molten calf, and said. This is 
thy god that brought thee up out of Egypt, and had 
wrought great provocations ; yet thou, in thy manifold 
mercies, forsookest them not in the wilderness : the 
pillar of the cloud departed not from them- by day, to 
lead them in the way; neither the pillar of fire by 
night, to show them light, and the way wherein they 
should go. Thou gavest also thy good spirit to instruct 
them, and withheldest not thy manna from their mouth, 
and gavest them water for their thirst. Yea, forty years 
didst thou sustain them in the wilderness, so that they 
lacked nothing : their clothes waxed not old, and their 
feet swelled not. Moreover, thou gavest them kingdoms 
and nations, and didst divide them into comers : so they 
possessed the land of Sihon, and the land of the king of 
Heshbon, and the land of Og king of Bashan. Their 
children also multipliedst thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land concerning which thou 
hadst promised to their fathers, that they should go 
in to possess it. So the children went in and pos- 
sessed the land, and thou subduedst before them the 
inhabitants of the land, the Ganaanites, and gavest 
them into their hands, with their kings, and the people 
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of the land, that they might do with them as they 
would. And they took strong cities, and a fat land, 
and possessed houses full of all goods, wells digged, 
vineyards, and oliveyards, and fruit trees in abundance : 
so they did eat, and were filled, and became fat, and 
delighted themselves in thy great goodness. 
V.2&, Nevertheless they were disobedient, and rebelled 
against thee, and cast thy law behind their backs, and 
slew thy prophets, which testified against them to turn 
them to thee; and they wrought great provocations. 
Therefore thou deliveredst them into the hand of their 
enemies, who vexed them: and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thee, thou heardest them 
from heaven ; and, according to thy manifold mercies, 
thou gavest them saviours, who saved them out of the 
hand of their enemies. But after they had rest, they 
did evil again before thee : therefore leftest thou them 
in the hand of their enemies, so that they had the 
dominion over them : yet when they returned, and 
cried unto thee, thou heardest them from heaven ; and 
many times didst thou deliver them, according to thy 
mercies; and testifiedst against them, that thou mightest 
bring them again unto thy law ; yet they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy commandments, but sinned 
against thy judgments, (which if a man do, he shall 
live in them,) and withdrew the shoulder, and hardened 
their neck, and would not hear : yet many years didst 
thou forbear them, and testifiedst against them by thy 
Spirit in thy prophets : yet would they not give ear : 
therefore gavest thou them into the hand of the people 
of the lands. Nevertheless, for thy great mercies' sake, 
thou didst not utterly consume them, nor forsake them: 
for thou art a gracious and merciful God. 
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r.82. j^o-vv^ therefore, our (Jod, the great, the mighty, 
and the terrible God, who keepest covenant and mercy, 
let not all the trouble seem little before thee that hath 
come upon us, on our kings, on our princes, and on our 
priests, and on our prophets, and on our fathers, and 
on all thy people, since the time of the kings of Assyria 
imto this day. Howbeit thou art just in all that is 
brought upon us; for thou hast done right, but we 
have done wickedly: neither have our kings, our 
princes, our priests, nor our fathers, kept thy law, nor 
hearkened unto thy commandments, and thy testi- 
monies, wherewith thou didst testify against them. 
For they have not served thee in their kingdom, and 
in thy great goodness that thou gavest them, and in 
the large and fat land which thou gavest before them, 
neither turned they from their wicked works. Behold, 
we are servants this day ; and for the land that thou 
gavest unto our fathers, to eat the fruit thereof, and 
the good thereof, behold, we are servants in it : and it 
yieldeth much increase unto the kings whom thou hast 
set over us because of our sins : also they have domi- 
nion over our bodies, and over our cattle, at their 
pleasure ; and we are in great distress. 
r.38. ^d because of all this we make a sure covenant^ 
and write it; and our princes, Levites, and priests, 
seal unto it.
